| T was a rare tonic when the annual panto- 


mime opened in the Gaiety Theatre, 

Dublin, yesterday, to see so many hun- 
dreds of youngsters present, and, better still, 
to hear their uproarious laughter and cries 
of delight as they followed with eager in- 
terest the story of ‘‘Cinderella’’ as they 
saw it presented on the stage. In these days 
of sophistication, when the wiseacres tell us 
so dismally that children nowadays are too 
knowing and grown up, that even with them 
the age of illusion is past, there was a satis- 
fying feeling that all was well with the 
world when youngsters could enter 60 
thoroughly into this world of make-believe. 
But there is a lot in the story of ‘‘ Cinder- 
ella,’’ as told in this book of Jay Brahm, to 
capture the imagination of both young and 
old. 

The tale is presented in a straightforward 
fashion and pursues a level course, showing 
how poor Cinders was the maid of all work, 
having no amusements and no fine clothes, 
whilst her two ugly half-sisters had all the 
ood things. But Cinders had a very warm, 
Find heart, and, following the dictates of her 
enerous nature, she befriended a poor old 
roman gathering sticks, and, to her joy, 
found the old woman was really her fairy 
godmother, who later came along and pro- 
vided Cinderella with gorgeous clothes and 
an electric rosebud coach, with real miniature 

onies, to bring her to a ball, where she met 
Má Prince Charming. Then when Cinders 
had to run away she lost her shoe, and the 
Prince came along and found that the magic 
shoe only fitted Cinderella; so they were 
married and lived happily ever afterwards, 


TWELVE SCENES 


The story is cleverly woven through twelve 
scenes, which provide a wonderful variety of 
entertainment, staged in a manner which re- 
flects the greatest credit on Charles Ross and 
on the management of the Gaiety Theatre, 
which in this production worthily lives up to 
its title of “ home of pantomime.’’ Some of 
the scene-changes are most ingeniously de- 
vised, and could only.be carried through so 
successfully by those with wide experience 
in these matters. In the opening scene, for 
instance, the whole chorus and some of the

with its cunning use of trap-doors. 

Another clever piece of stage juggling is 
that which in the latter half of the piece 
transforms the ballroom into an outdoor

THE PRINCIPALS 


As to the performance itself, it is genuine 
healthy entertainment, with plenty of incident 
to provoke laughter. There are all sorts of 
jokes and sayings, some new, some old, but 
throughout there is not the least 
thing unhealthy oor embarrassing, none 
of those remarks which cause youngsters 
to turn round and ask Fun does 
that mean? There could not possibly be 
a daintier Cinderella than Ivy Tresmand. She 
is delightfully graceful and appealing in her 
every word and act, and wins everybody’s 
sympathy. She has some lovely numbers to 
sing, and gets them over well in that pleasant 
mtimate way of hers. She was very effective 
in her singing of ‘‘ When I grow too old to 
dream,” and earlier in her song with the 
children’s chorus ‘‘ When the General is fast 
asleep.”’ 

. Rivalling her for the honours of the show 
is Leslie Hatton as Buttons. He is a splendid 
comedian, who from his first entry carried the 
house with him, especially the youngsters, 
who got great fun out of such a funny Buttons 
on skates falling on his balloons. He is the 
fun maker in chief, and at his every 
appearance the merriment waxes furious. But 
he has willing helpers. Ellis Carlyle, for 
instance, as the Baron Hardup, is always 
getting into humorous situations, but what 
else can be expected when he is married to 
such a Baroness as is presented by Bert Bray. 
The Baroness is very funny and can get a 
laugh without resort to the time-worn lack 
bottle. There is a touch of novelty, too, in 
having the two ugly sisters played by fémales, 
and Aimee Bebb as Buttercup, and Dolly 
Harmer as Daisy, make the parts as funny as 
can be. Two other funny characters are 
Carvey and Mac as the bailiffs, Cris and Cros. 
They are always doing funny things. The 
audience rocked with laughter at their method 
of making a Christmas pudding.
